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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed October 3, 2005, is noted. 

2. Claims 14-35 are now pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed October 3, 2005, has been considered 
by the Examiner. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings were received on October 3, 2005. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Specification 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the line "(Fig. 1 )" makes the 
abstract span more than one paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 



prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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8. Claims 14-29, 33, and 34, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US 5,821 ,187 A. 

A. With respect to claims 14, 15, 19-21, 27, this reference teaches a process 
for recoating internal fittings in a reactor (automotive catalytic converter) with a 
catalytically active material using an aerosol. Seel :55-2:33, for example. This 
reference does not expressly teach the velocity of the aerosol particles. 
Nevertheless, the velocity of the aerosol particles is a result-effective variable 
affecting the extent and quality of deposition of catalyst on the surfaces of the 
reactor. As such, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to optimize 
such a result-effective variable by routine experimentation, absent evidence of 
criticality. See MPEP 2144.05. 

B. With respect to claims 16-18, 28, 29 solid catalyst precursor is entrained in 
a dry gas and introduced as recited in claim 18. See 3:1 ff. While this reference 
does not expressly state catalyst particle size, such is a result-effective variable 
affecting catalysis function: the catalyst must have sufficient surface area to 
catalyze the desired reaction at the desired rate, but must also fit within the 
reactor, and be able to form an aerosol. As such, it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art to optimize such a result-effective variable by routine 
experimentation, absent evidence of criticality. See MPEP 2144.05. 

C. With respect to claim 22, insofar as automobile exhaust is typically at an 
elevated temperature, it may be considered a heating medium. 
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D. With respect to claim 23 and 33, this reference teaches further heat 
treatment/calcination. 

E. With respect to claims 24 and 25, while expressly taught as a re-coating, it 
is clear that the process of this reference may advantageously apply an initial 
coating as well, since no conditions unique to a re-coating situation are required. 

F. With respect to claims 26 and 34, it is the Examiner's position that the 
function of a catalytic converter is to carry out such heterogeneous gas-phase 
reactions. 

G. With respect to claims 30-32, insofar as the internal surfaces or parts of 
catalytic converters may be formed of these materials, such would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in view of this reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 35 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As noted above, the closest prior art concerns an automotive catalytic 
converter. As such, the prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed process for a 
chemical reactor producing the materials recited in this claim.
